\ms fui'ther developed during the Goman occupation. Parts of the plant 
were disraantlod by Qoman troops at tho t5jno of the evacuation of the 
Baltic Provinces, and other parts of it were so completely destroyed by 
hostilities that the plant in 1945 was practically unfit for operation 
and did not have one single bit of ©quipnont at its disposal® All 
building plans and sketches were lacking at tho beginnings of the con- 
structlon^and everything Siad to be drafted anew very carefully so far 
as making use of old installations again was concerned. The plant is 
to be developed into one of the raost of^iefent cenent plant installations 
from a production 3tandpo.int, the importance of which should extend far 
beyond a local sphere of activity* A Soviet construction firm, which is 
under camand of the Baltic Fleet, is responsible for construction of 
tho new i^arts of the factory. Thus, it is to bo assumed tliat at least 
a fairly good portion of the cenent produced is to be used for ??aval 
construction*

a, Limeston© bunker (storart;el g Tliia bunlcer is fil3.ed by a plant railroad 
which brings the ISmestono fron quarries 2 - 3 to, away, 

ho Ti-io gixarrios : By means of a two-bolt carrying device, limestone is 
brought 3nto the two quarries^ where the coarse lumps are granulated, 

c. Three mixing mills : The granulated limestone is brought to the 
mixing: mills on a carrier device. It is then mixed with water and 
ground to a fine mudl--'li!ce texture. 

Eight silos (18 m hip^h) : The limestone mixture is brought to the 
silos from the mills by means of a special trough.

Sa foeoinl loe^ding ramp : A special track from the plant’s narrow gauge 
railroad leads to this ramp, which is located in the isnnediate 
vicinity of the station^ Large quantities of coarse llnestone are 
shipped to the Associated Ceanent Plant in iliga» 

3aw nill : It is located in the southern part of the area, and 
provides the plant with a supply of wood and boards » 

iio Two co!mparat3 velv lariPic dwelling house s: These houses are occupied

6o The clinker-brick pile, about 200 m* long and approximately 400 n* 
wide, was covered with a roof in the spring of 1943* The roof rested 
vpon concrete pillars 25 m* high which, somewhat cracked, have to bear 
the weight of the bridge-crane* The cli nkor-brick bunker and cement 
mill occupy a building about 40 m* square* The building in which the

^oduction : Plant equipment is modem, itothing i^hatsoever is spared 
anywhere in construction* It should be one of the most lap-to-date 
cement plants of the entire Soviet Union. Production itself is 
directed everywhere by means of electric control device which thus 
far have caused all kinds of interruptions in the work, but which are 
being constantly improved. Just one of the cement --rotating furnaces 
is in operation. The production capacity is, accordingly, limited. The 
Smith furnace use^ SO - 100 tons of coal a day^ which is burned by the 
coal-dust blo\/or method* Both of the Polys ius furnaces were to be put 
in operation at the beginning of 1949* The average production at the 
present time is reported to be 150 tons of clinker-bricks on one shift* 

The actual capacity, however, of 24-"ho\n? production is only about 200 
tons of clinker-bricks. 

Finished cement is partly loaded in sacks and partly loaded as 
dust directly into vjaiting freight cars. It is a fact that in one 
day up to 60 cars {the large 60 -ton rail earn) are loaded with cement, 

and then the loading lapses for several days, with the result tliat an 
exact estimate of the production rate could never h& ascertained » 
Furthermore, Broceni delivers not only finished cement but also lime-
